Many studies about lesbians have been done over the years, some 
empirically, others scientifically, but to my amusement none have found, 
conclusively speaking=- the true cause (s) of homosexuality. Frankly , 

I don't know why so. much time, effort, and money are spent on such 
projects when the answerto the question is so elementary-~--the causes 
is/are simply 'HETEROSEXUALS", They produce us don't they?

A studycondusted by 
the Ladder in 1958 showed that 41% of the lesbians who responded to the 
questioaire h2d completed four years of college and 21% had gone beyond 
the fourth year.

These I found 
fascinating. Although she does not believe in the butch-femme dichotomy 
(and I find butches are “interes ting)» Dr. Foster jinsistsethet.o at

large number of lesbians heave a strong need to dominate. Some of the 
examples she gives for this are: lesbian rejection of marriage or 
refusal to stay married if inadvertently Boast dressing as one 
pleased rather than as fashion dictated, accepting a job whether or not 
finances demanded it, and being a lone ole when isolated from other 
lesbians. She insisted that even the most passive Bie lesbians harbour 
an inner ‘defiance. of society at larze (that T“love to see). And’ finally, 
Dr, Foster*concluded that ‘lesbians are homogeneous -in. nothing except 
their preference for their own sex. Which is probably why some of you 


disagree with her now, or with me. Good, thas makes for variety and 
variety is what were all about. Isn't. it? 


I read somewhure. once that,should all gay women and men suddenly 
turn purple, there would be horror and consternation in the general 
populace at the sight of so many of us ,and at the sight of so many of 
us_in high places ! Ah,what pleasure the thought engenders! That we form 
an elite group I have never doubted: I can only delight in the afore- 
mentioned findings and say: "Keep up the good work, sistergm and 
brothers, and, let's alweys walk tall)"

A Saskatoon lesbian mother is fighting to retain her legal 
custody of her two children. This custody is now being challenged 
by her husband because of her sexual orientation. 

Legal fees are now beyond her means. She needs support and 
money to see the case through the courts. 

There is no Canadian precedent for an admitted homosexual parent 
gaining or retaining child custody. This case has important implications 
for the womens and gay movements. 

Saskatoon Gay Action and the Saskatoon Womens Centre are 
Sponsoring a benefit dance. §8.G.A.. has established a legal Defense 
Fund. A donation of $100.00 has been recieved from the Zodiac Friend- 
ship Society. We are now sending this letter to the appeal of 
individuals, gay and women's groups across Canada.

Just think - 
maybe this friendly gesture could become contagious and we'd all be a lot 
happier. But it takes you and me and our other brothers and sisters to make 
it happen,

To get the best valus 
from produsts and services, decide beforehand exactly what it kx is you 
want to buy and what you can afford to pay. Shop around. Compare prices 
andquality. Impulse purchases can eat up hard, earned, dollars. If 
guarantees are offered, understand them- and try and read between the 
lines for what isn't offered ar promised, such as labour costs, 
replacements during servicing or repair periods. Save your receipts, 
guarantees and invoices; they represent proof of purchase. A retailer 
who is shown proof of purchaséd by a customer is likely to be more 
amenable to a discussion on your dissatisfaction with a product. sold by 
his store. He's after @ repeat business. 


lige the product or service is unsatisfaztory, get all the facts straight. 
Write them down and keep a copy for yourself. On this list include: 


-the name or model of the service or product 
-name and address of the seller 

S6aieh of. purchase 

-your name address, and telephone number 


Describe exactly what is wrong and take these facts to the seller and 
make your complaint. If the seller can't help you, write’to the head 
office of the manufacturer or supplier concerned. 


Also you can write to The Consumer, Box 99, Ottawa , or contact our 

regional Consumer Consultants. We'll see what we can do to solve your 
problem, though naturally we can't guarantee sat&ssfaction in every case. 
But again remember to be specific and to include all..the details. We 


may be able to take direct action or refer you to the pocpae we think 
can help.

Have you er has someone you know ever lost his job because 
of “being gay? Do you think. that. you were passed. over for.that 
last promotion. because your boss “is suspicious"? Did a landlord 
ever refuse to rent an apurtment to you and your lover? Have you 
ever wished that you could share a kiss with another man or woman 
“m-publie without running ‘the risk of being convicted of © 

‘indecent act"? These are only a few of the many ways in asp Bp 
gay people do not have equal rights under the law. Other minority 
sroups are protected under the Canadian Bill of Rights, and at 
least have, access to legal process if they are discrimin, ited 
LETS U. 

iy The federal government has paid very eee: attention to us 
‘as’ a minority group, feeling: that it solved'the Last of our 
problems when it altered the Criminal Code in 1969, This is due 
in ‘part ‘tothe Tuct that We are 'such an anconspicuous minority. 
There is, however, one wey in which the gay community can make 

its. presence felt, and do so without,,any risk to individuals who 
cannot. disclose their sexmaliity publichy-as-a group we can make — 
the democratic. process and the:-secret,'ballot ‘work for us. 

It was with this in mind that the National Gay dlection 
Coalition (NGEC). was formed. The. NGSC.is. an alliance of 18 gay 
organizations in seven provinces: British volunbia, Alberta, 
Saskachewan, Manitoba, Ontario, wuebec ana Nova Scotia. The 
cO= operating. group in alberta is GaTH (Ednonton).° ;The NG#C has 
wo nain objectives: to make every candidate Tor Parliament 
aware that there are at least two million homosexual and, bisexual 
citizens and taxpayers in Canada who ‘are denied rights afforded 
to other citizens, and to’ elicit the candidates" opinions, on 
several questions vital to the interests of the gay population 
of Canada. To this end a questionnaire containing ten searching 
questions is being mailed out to every parliamentary candidate 
in Canada. The responses will be collated and released to the 
press and to any other interested parties. They will also be 
2 posted in Cubs 70s 
The questions include whether or not She candidates favor: 


1. an end to diecriin. tion against homosexuals in employment 
in all branches of the Federal Government, including the 
Civil Service and the sArmed Forces... 

federal lepislation to» protect honosexuals in employment 
in the private sector. 
inclusion. of the term “sexual orientation” in the Canadian. 
Billi of: Rights. 

measures to prohibit: discrimination against homosexuals 

in public housing and in the financing Sl isiche Housing. 
deletion of references to homosexuals and 'homosexualism! 
from the: Lamigration' Act. 

repeal of Section. 155 of ‘the Criminal: Code: (buggery). 
repeal of Section 157 of the Criminal Code (gross indecency) 
uniform age of consent for sexual acts, regardless of 
gender or marital status. 

replacement of Section 156:of the Criminal Vode (indecent 
assault) with a law dealing only with sexual assault 
involving violence, force or coercion. 

clarification off,!Section 169 of the Criminal Code
